n letter headed "frot Lincoln's 
Words," a correspondent poinrt 


oat that the voids "goTernment of tho 
people, byibe people,,te the people," 
in the famous Gettysburg address were 
not original with Lincoln, Be attempts 
to fnifhev show thnfcUjey, were^lginal 
with Henry Wilson, and were quoted by 
Lincoln from a letter written In 1800 
by Wilson 'to certauj persons in Boston, 


la a speech delivered at the New 


England antislo very convention, Boston, 
May 20, l£oO, \jy. Theodore Parker, toay 
Lc found thf expression "n government 
if all the people, t>y all the people, for 
fll (he people," tho exact language, 
with the exception of one word, of that 
iBciibcd to Wilson and employed by 
Lincoln. Hr.t still fnrthei back hod the 
same idea been expressed in substantial- 
ly the same way by Daniel Webster in 
one cf hie most splendid oratorical ef- 
forts, whoso every phrase was familiar 
to all patriotic Americans long before 
Parker uttered his speech or Wilson 
wrote his letter. In his second speech 
on Foot's resolntion, Jan. 26, 1880, 
Webster used these words, "The people's 
government, made for the people, made 
by tho people and answerable to tho 
people." 


The phrase disonssed belongs no more 


to Wilson than to Lincoln. The woids 
can no more bo said to have been 
"quoted" by Lincoln from Wilson than 
from Porker or Webster. Lincoln was 
familiar with the writings and speeches 
of Parker. He had probably never seen 
this particular letter of Wilson's. That 
bis language sbonld be exactly the same 
as that of the latter was a coincidence, 
but probably nothing more. The phrase

and have becu developed by the passage
